1. In response to the communication dated 04/15/2009 and 06/30/2009, claims 1, 2, 4-13, 
and 15 are active in this application as the result of the cancellation of claims 17 and 18, and in 
the condition for allowance.

the second link information attached to the first derivative data includes the name of the second 
derivative data, and wherein the second link information attached to the first derivative data 
further includes at least one of a location of the second derivative data and a pointer indicating 
the location thereof; and 

the second reverse link information attached to the second derivative data includes the name of 
the first second derivative data, and wherein the second reverse link information attached to the 
second derivative data further includes at least one of a location of the first second derivative 
data and a pointer indicating the location thereof.

Allowable subject matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

None of the references of record Meek et al. (US Patent No. 7,092,969) and Powell (US 
Patent No. 6,385,330) teaches or suggests the claimed (Claims 1, 2 and 4) invention having, in 
addition to the other limitations in the claims, the limitation of attaching the first link information 
and the first editing information to the original data as first accompanying information thereof, 
wherein the first editing information represents the content of the editing processing on the 
original data to derive the first derivative data and attaching second link information and second 
editing information to the first derivative data where second editing information represents the 
content of the editing processing on the first derivative data that was carried out to derive the 
second derivative data. 

Dependent claims are allowable because they depend from base claim.
